“Many would have gone into other 
lines which give twelve hours of em- 
ployment. You may be surprised, but 
there is quite a list of them. A man 
named Olds, I believe, has prepared an 
analysis of the Interchurch report on 
the twelve hour day which will be pub- 
lished soon, giving a list of the indu@ 
tries, outside of steel, which retain the 
twelve hour day. 

Economic, Not Ethical, Problem. 

“The recent report of an engineering 
society against the twelve hour day is 
entirely ethical and social. These en- 
gineers do not apply their findings to 
the economic problem of the steel 
busi ness. 

“Germany and France are going 
back to the twelve hour day because 
they must produce and compete with 
us. There is agitation in England to 
the same end. In brief, it comes down 
to this: The price of a complete change 
to the eight hour day would be more 
than business would ‘pay. Wthically 
and socially it is right. Economically 
it is not feasible now. Eventually we 
hope to bring it about. 

“We need more labor. I am for in- 
creased immigration, but with stricter 
regard to quality than to quantity. 
Also adjustment in price levels is nec 
essary. Our workmen are not get- 
It 
would be a hardship to cut them, either 
by reducing wages or number of work- 
ing hours. Some workmen are getting 
more than their share. Carpenters at 
$10a day or more, bricklayers and plas- 
terers and painters at $14 a day up, are 
helping to keep up the cost of neces- 
garies, which the laborer must pay. 
If I had the power to adjust all price 
levels, reasonably, with profit to all, 
I could install the eight hour day, with- 
out raising the price of steel a cent, 
and without real hardship to anyone.

BOLSHEVIK EXECUTIONS. 


_ Statistics as to executions under the revolu- 
tionary régime of Lenin are likely to be chal- 
wenged by communists and their sympathizers and, 
in fact, verification is difficult. But a good deal 
of material has been collected by this time, and 
While it is subject to discount in many cases as 
coming from. sources unfriendly to bolshevism, the 
credible residujim reaches an appalling total. 

The latest statistics available are most im- 
pressive not only because of the figures but be- 
cause of the reliability of the source, a govern- 
ment said to be not hostile to the present Russian 
régime. The total is 1,766,118. 

The French prototype of the Red Terror pales 
into insignificance beside such a record. Int - 
teen months of the original Reign of Terror. 
1794-5, about 17,000 men and women were executed 
under form of law. This comparison, however, 
is not accurate, for the 17,000 executed formally 
did not include thousands who were shot, drowned, 
or otherwise done to death in various parts of 
France. But, placing the total very high, the 
victims of French terrorism, which was brought 
to an end in fifteen months by a humane revulsion 
uf feeling against such butchery, made a small 
traction of the slaughter which has blackened or 
reddened the record of the revolution in Russia: 

Itemized, the Russian figures are significant. 
We note the sacrifice of the intelligentsia, espe- 
ally 8,800 physicians. When we think of the 
sere need of medical aid in the famine and plague 
stricken districts, this killing off of doctors seems 
a piece of folly of which only an insane bigotry 
could be guilty. From the standpoint of expedi- 
eney, leaving out justice or humanity, the de- 
struction of the educated and skilled classes has 
been a blunder of first magnitude. The theory of 
the communist or proletarian is that there is 
an ample supply of undeveloped talent for man- 
agement in the masses, a supply checked by cap- 
‘{talistic conditions but readily available under a 
_ dictatorship of the proletariat. Like other theo- 
wies of Marxism, this has blown up when tested

BERLIN, Dec. 22.—The government 
is dismissing 25,000 railroad employés, 
which is expected to reduce the 100, 
000,000,000 marks deficit in the budget 
by 15,000,000,000 marks.
